Trust  companies, 

Co-operative  banks, 

Collateral  loan  companies  and 

Mortgage  loan  and  investment  companies, 

now  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board. 

In  compliance  with  statutory  requirements,  all  the  institu- 
tions made  up  their  annual  returns  as  of  the  thirty-first  day  of 
October  last,  at  which  date  the  whole  number  of  such  institu- 
tions  was  357,  with  aggregate  assets  of  nearly  $770,000,000. 

By  the  provisions  of  chapter  126  of  the  Acts  of  1890,  the

During  the  year  ending  October  31  last,  two  new  institutions 
have  commenced  business,  viz.  :  — 

The  Commonwealth  Savings  Bank,  at  Lynn  ;  and  the 
Hampton  Co-operative  Bank,  at  Easthampton. 

The  Security  Savings  Bank,  at  West  Boylston,  has  closed  its 
business  and  is  now  distributing  its  assets  to  its  depositors. 

The  Taunton  Safe  Deposit  and  Trust  Company  was  organized 
near  the  close  of  the  calendar  year,  and,  having  filed  the  state- 
ments required  by  statute,  was  given  a  certificate  from  this 
Board  authorizing  it  to  commence  business. 

The  Manufacturers'  Trust  Company,  at  Holyoke,  has  discon- 
tinued business ;  this  leaves  the  number  of  such  companies  the 
same  as  last  year. 

Savings  Banks.

The  total  amount  of  dividends  declared  was  $18,667,327.54, 
—  an  increase  of  $500,944.05  over  the  amount  declared  for  the 
year  ending  Oct.  31,  1899,  but  no  more  than  might  be  expected, 
taking  into  account  the  increase  in  aggregate  deposits. 

The  average  rate  for  the  last  fiscal  year  was  3.81  -f-  per  cent., 
as  compared  with  3.89-1-  the  preceding  year. 

As  an  indication  of  the  diminished  earning  capacity  of  the 
money  on  deposit  in  savings  banks,  the  following  statement  has 
been  prepared  :  —

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The  amount  of  deposits  during  the  year,  say  $93,099,624.04, 
was  the  aggregate  of  1,479,405  deposits  in  number,  — an  average 
of  $62.93  to  each. 

The  amount  withdrawn  during  the  year,  say  $89,524,599.96, 
was  represented  by  1,174,358  withdrawals,  —  an  average  of 
$76.23  to  each. 

Compared  with  the  previous  fiscal  year,  these  figures  show 
an  increase  of  67,613  in  number  of  deposits,  but  a  decrease  of 
$946,339.65  in  amount. 

The  withdrawals  show  an  increase  of  79,348  in  number  and 
of  $6,872,148.03  in  amount. 

The  average  of  deposits  was  $62.93  last  year,  as  against  $66.61 
the  year  previous ;  the  withdrawals  show  an  average  of  $76.23 
last  year,  as  compared  with  $75.48  the  previous  year. 

This  large  increase  in  the  amount  of  withdrawals  can  be 
accounted  for  in  part,  it  is  thought,  by  the  reduced  rate  of 
dividends,  and  in  part  also  by  the  fact  that,  in  many  of  the 
older  banks,  accounts  which  have  been  accumulating  for  a  period 
of  years  have  been  eliminated,  the  settlement  of  estates  necessi- 
tating withdrawals  of  the  amounts  for  distribution. 

The  magnitude  of  the  business  is  exemplified  by  the  facts 
shown  in  the  table  :  the  whole  number  of  deposits  and  with- 
drawals in  all  the  banks  amounts  to  2,653,763;  the  clerical 
labor  required  to  do  the  work  attendant  on  these  transactions, 
and  the  added  care  of  the  investments  and  moneys  of  the  banks, 
has  been  accomplished  at  an  aggregate  cost  of  $1,283,289.37, 
or  about  .00237  per  cent,  of  the  deposits. 

The  expenses  of  the  banks  may,  in  some  instances,  seem 
larger  than  necessity  requires  ;  but  the  fact  that  the  average  is 
as  small  as  the  above  statement  shows,  indicates  that  the  busi- 
ness, as  a  whole,  continues  to  be  conducted  on  an  economical 
basis. 

Liabilities  and  Assets.

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Liabilities. 

The  statement  of  liabilities  shows  an  aggregate  of  deposits  of 
$540,403,686.60  ;  this  amount  is  represented  on  the  books  of 
the  banks  by  1,535,009  open  accounts, — an  average  to  each 
of  $352.05.     Last  year  the  average  was  $350.74. 

Based  upon  the  population  of  the  Commonwealth,  as  shown 
by  the  late  census,  the  deposits  amount  to  $192.63  per  capita. 

The  guaranty  fund  amounts  to  $23,575,955.60,  — an  increase 
of  $1,158,608.44  over  last  year,  —  and  is  equivalent  to  about 
4.36  per  cent,  of  the  aggregate  deposits. 

The  wisdom  of  that  legislation  which  required  the  establish- 
ment and  maintenance  of  a  guaranty  fund  has  been  demonstrated 
the  past  year,  during  which  time  some  of  the  banks,  in  which 
the  guaranty  fund  had  reached  the  limit  fixed  by  statute, 
availed  themselves  of  the  funds  to  charge  off  certain  losses, 
thereby  saving  the  necessity  of  a  reduction  in  dividends. 

There  were,  at  the  date  of  their  report,  41  banks  in  which 
the  guaranty  fund  was  about  up  to  the  limit  of  5  per  cent,  of 
their  deposits. 

The  undivided  earnings  of  the  banks  amount  to  $10,022,- 
496.07,  against  $9,657,259.02  the  year  previous. 

The  total  deposits,  say  $540,403,686.60,  is  $22,201,637.81 
in  excess  of  the  amount  Oct.  31,  1899. 

The  increase  in  deposits  is  considerably  less  than  was  the 
case  in  the  year  ending  Oct.  31,  1899,  and  is  due,  no  doubt,  in 
part  to  the  judicious  action  of  many  banks  in  declining  to  re- 
ceive deposits  of  large  amounts  or  from  persons  residing  out- 
side the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  bank. 

Assets. 

By  reference  to  the  preceding  table,  the  changes  in  the  sev- 
eral classes  of  investments  will  be  readily  noticed.  Those 
calling  for  especial  comment  are  :  — 

First,  the  decrease  of  $3,919,650  in  public  funds  and  the  in- 
crease of  $6,849,663  in  railroad  bonds, — the  former  due,  in 
part,  to  the  fact  that,  as  bonds  of  that  class  become  due  or  have 
advanced  in  price,  they  have  been  eliminated  and  the  proceeds 
thereof  put  into  the  latter  class,  which  pay  a  little  better  rate 
of  interest  or  have  a  longer  period  to  run. 
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Second,  the  considerable  decrease  in  the  amount  invested  in 
bank  stock,  say  $1,295,749.  As  this  class  of  investment  has 
been  the  cause  of  much  discussion  of  late,  it  may  be  of  interest 
at  the  present  time  to  state  that  during  the  past  year  — 

54  banks  have  sold  5,658  shares,  and 

36  banks  have  purchased  1,891  shares,  of  bank  stock. 

It  is  but  fair  to  say  that,  of  the  5,658  shares  sold,  in  many 
cases  the  sums  received  were  in  excess  of  the  amount  at  which 
the  shares  stood  on  the  books  of  the  savings  bank,  and  this 
excess  was  applied  to  meet  the  losses  on,  or  to  reduce  the 
valuation  of,  other  shares  of  bank  stock. 

Third,  the  increase  of  $586,457  in  the  amount  of  real  estate 
held  by  foreclosure  is  not  an  encouraging  feature,  but  in  many 
cases  reflects  more  upon  previous  than  upon  present  manage- 
ment of  the  banks.  Within  the  past  ten  years  this  item  has 
more  than  doubled.  The  opinion  of  this  Board  is  that,  as  de- 
posits have  flowed  into  the  banks  more  freely  than  was  for  their 
best  interests,  loans  have  been  offered,  in  many  cases  upon 
property  at  a  distance  from  the  bank,  and  (in  the  desire  to 
keep  the  deposits  invested)  have  been  taken  without  proper, 
careful  consideration,  and  the  result  has  been,  as  shown  above, 
that  the  banks  have  had  to  take  the  property. 

Fourth,  loans  on  real  estate  show  an  increase  of  $9,656,954, 
while  loans  on  personal  security  show  a  similar  increase  of 
$9,787,558.  Loans  on  real  estate,  if  made  with  proper  care 
upon  productive  property,  as  well  as  loans  on  personal  security 
judiciously  placed,  with  strong  additional  collateral,  ought  to 
be  safe  investments. 

Of  the  total  loans  on  personal  security,  say  $114,320,336.73, 
the  sum  of  $69,629,453.62  is  secured  by  the  deposit  of  collateral 
security,  in  addition  to  the  sureties  required  by  statute,  and  the 
balance  of  $44,690,883.11  is  not  so  protected. 

The  items  of  cash  on  hand  and  deposited  in  banks  does  not 
vary  materially  from  the  same  item  last  year ;  and  this  would 
seem  to  indicate  that  the  banks  have  been  able,  as  a  rule,  to 
keep  their  deposits  invested  closely. 

The  percentage  which  each  class  of  assets  bears  to  the  total 
is  shown  in  the  table. 
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Banks  in  Hands  of  Receivers. 

Brookfield  Savings  Bank. 
The  receiver  of  this  institution  has  closed  his  trust,  and,  in 
accordance  with  the  decree  of  the  court,  has  paid  into  the 
treasury  of  the  Commonwealth  the  amount  of  all  unclaimed 
dividends,  say  $4.13,  and  has  deposited  with  this  Board  all  the 
books  and  papers  of  the  bank. 

Millis  Savings  Bank. 

The  receiver  of  this  bank  has  made  his  report  to  the  court, 
giving  the  amount  of  all  unclaimed  dividends  and  the  names  of 
the  persons  entitled  thereto ;  and  a  decree  has  been  issued, 
ordering  notice  to  be  given  by  mail  to  each  of  said  depositors. 

Another  report  will  be  required  hereafter,  at  which  time  a 
decree  will  no  doubt  be  issued  requiring  the  deposit  of  money, 
books  and  papers,  as  provided  by  statute. 

Framingham  Savings  Bank. 

Since  the  date  of  our  last  report  such  material  progress  has 
been  made  in  converting  the  remaining  collectible  assets  into 
cash  that  the  receivers  of  the  bank  are  only  awaiting  the  adju- 
dication of  a  suit  now  pending  in  court  before  filing  their 
report,  asking  for  the  allowance  of  a  final  dividend.  The 
Board  is  advised  by  the  receivers  that  only  a  small  sum  will  be 
realized  from  the  remaining  assets. 

Two  dividends  have  already  been  allowed,  —  the  first  of  50 
per  cent.,  amounting  to  $413,682.60,  and  the  second  of  20  per 
cent.,  amounting  to  $165,473.04;  on  Oct.  31,  1900,  there 
remained  unpaid  of  the  first  dividend  $10,091.88,  and  of  the 
second  $4,061.91.  At  the  same  date  there  were  funds  on  hand 
amounting  to  $73,096.73,  available  for  a  final  dividend  and  for 
the  payment  of  such  additional  expenses  attending  the  receiver- 
ship as  may  be  allowed  by  the  court. 

On  the  following  page  will  be  found  a  condensed  statement 
of  the  cash  transactions  during  the  year  ending  Oct.  31, 
1900:  — 
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Hampshire  Savings  Bank. 
As  stated  in  previous  reports,  this  institution  was  placed  in 
the  hands  of  receivers  May  4,  1898,  since  which  time  five  re- 
ports have  been  filed  with  the  court,  viz.  :  — 

1st— Aug.  12,1898. 
2d  —Oct.  20,1898. 
3d  —Dec.  5,1898, 
4th—  March  16,  1899. 
5th— Feb.       5,1900. 

The  fifth  report  was  filed  on  Feb.  5,  1900,  and  the  court  de- 
creed that  a  final  dividend  of  14.1  per  cent,  should  be  paid  the 
depositors;  this  makes  the  total  dividend  to  depositors  79.1 
per  cent.  On  October  31  last  there  remained  unpaid  of  the 
first  dividend  $658.42,  of  the  second  dividend  $751.09  and  of 
the  third  dividend  $1,557.49.  A  statement  is  annexed,  show- 
ing the  transactions  of  the  receivers  as  shown  by  their  books 
since  our  last  report,  Oct.  31,  1899  :  — 
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Security  Savings  Bank,    West  Boylston. 

The  business  of  the  village  of  West  Boylston  having  been 
virtually  obliterated  by  the  construction  of  the  metropolitan 
water  works,  the  trustees  of  the  bank  considered  it  to  be  for 
the  best  interests  of  the  depositors  to  close  the  business  of  the 
bank  and  wind  up  its  affairs. 

In  order  to  secure  the  legality  of  such  course,  this  Board 
petitioned  the  supreme  judicial  court  to  grant  an  injunction  on 
the  bank,  which  was  done  by  a  decree  issued  April  4,  1900. 

The  assets  of  the  bank  have  all  been  converted  into  cash, 
and,  by  virtue  of  a  decree  issued  August  24  last,  the  bank  has 
declared  a  dividend  of  105  per  cent,  on  its  deposits,  which  divi- 
dend is  now  payable ;  the  decree  also  provides  that,  at  the 
expiration  of  one  year  from  the  date  thereof,  all  unclaimed 
dividends,  together  with  the  books  and  papers  of  the  bank, 
shall  be  deposited  as  required  by  statute. 

Trust  Companies. 

During  the  past  year  the  Manufacturers'  Trust  Company  at 
Holyoke  has  discontinued  business,  and  distributed  its  assets 
among  its  stockholders. 

The  Taunton  Safe  Deposit  and  Trust  Company,  incorporated 
in  1897,  was  organized  and  its  capital  paid  in  during  the  last 
month,  and  the  certificate  of  this  Board  authorizing  it  to  com- 
mence business  was  issued  December  29. 

The  number  of  trust  companies  transacting  business  in  this 
Commonwealth  at  the  date  of  this  report  was  35  ;  1  other  com- 
pany has  for  a  long  time  been  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver. 

The  35  companies  which  made  reports  to  this  Board  on 
October  31  held  deposits  in  their  banking  departments  of 
$123,910,978.07,  with  other  liabilities  of  $28,052,233.55  and 
total  assets  of  $151,963,211.62. 

Of  the  35  companies,  14  have  established  trust  departments, 
the  liabilities  in  which  amount  in  the  aggregate  to  $13,875,705.66. 

Statements  of  the  several  companies  are  attached  to  this  re- 
port, and  a  consolidated  balance  sheet  follows  the  statements. 
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Trust  Company  in  Hands  of  Receiver. 
Suffolk  Trust  Company. 

This  company  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver  —  Hon. 
J.  Haskell  Butler  — Sept.  3,  1891. 

The  character  of  its  assets  was  such  that  much  delay  and  loss 
resulted  in  the  collection  of  the  loans  on  personal  as  well  as 
collateral  security,  whilst  the  mortgage  loans  on  western  real 
estate  involved  considerable  litigation  as  well  as  delay ;  added 
to  these  facts,  several  questions  arose  which,  with  the  attempt 
to  enforce  the  liability  of  stockholders,  entailed  additional  liti- 
gation, some  points  of  which  are  now  awaiting  the  report  of  the 
master  to  whom  they  were  referred,  and  which  it  is  expected 
will  be  filed  within  a  short  time.  As  soon  as  this  report  is 
filed,  the  receiver  will  take  such  action  as  may  be  required  to 
close  his  trust  as  expeditiously  as  it  can  properly  be.

A  consolidated  balance  sheet  of  the  assets  and  liabilities 
of  the  savings  banks,  together  with  a  similar  sheet  showing  the 
assets  and  liabilities  of  the  trust  companies,  in  both  their  bank- 
ing and  trust  departments,  is  also  annexed. 

The  usual  table  giving  the  number,  condition  and  progress 
of  the  savings  banks  in  each  year  since  1834,  when  returns 
were  first  required,  is  also  given. 

The  Appendix  contains  the  statutes  relating  to  savings  banks 
and  trust  companies,  corrected  to  date. 

The  question  has  arisen  as  to  whether  the  statutes  referred 
to  are  properly  made  a  part  of  the  annual  report  of  this  Board, 
and  legislation  upon  this  point  is  respectfully  suggested. 

The  number  of  copies  of  Part  I.  of  the  report,  now  author- 
ized by  statute,  is  2,500,  but  for  the  past  two  or  three  years 
this  number  has  not  been  sufficient  to  meet  the  demand,  and 
legislative  authority  is  requested  for  permission  to  hereafter 
issue  a  larger  number.

BOARD   OP   COMMISSIONERS    OF   SAVINGS   BANKS. 

Section  1.  The  board  of  commissioners  of  savings 
banks  shall  consist  of  three  commissioners  appointed  by 
the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council, 
subject  to  removal  in  like  manner,  each  of  whom  shall  be 
sworn  and  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  three  years, 
unless  sooner  removed.  Upon  the  occurrence  of  a  vacancy 
before  the  expiration  of  a  term  an  appointment  shall  be 
made  for  the  remainder  of  the  term.  The  governor  shall 
designate  a  member  of  said  board  to  be  the  chairman 
thereof. 

Section  2.  The  annual  salary  of  the  chairman  of  the 
board  shall  be  three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  that  of 
the  other  commissioners  three  thousand  dollars  each.  The 
board  may  employ  two  clerks ;  the  annual  salary  of  the 
first  clerk  shall  be  two  thousand  dollars,  that  of  the  second 
clerk  one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars.  The  board  shall 
also  be  allowed  its  necessary  office  expenses  and  the  actual 
expenses  incurred  in  travelling  in  the  discharge  of  its  offi- 
cial duties. 

Section  3.  The  commissioners,  or  one  of  them,  shall 
visit  once  in  every  year,  and  as  much  offcener  as  they  deem 
expedient,   every  savings  bank  and  institution  for  sav- 
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ings  incorporated  by  authority  of  this  Commonwealth,  and 
when  such  institutions  are  connected  with  a  national  bank 
they  shall  make  such  arrangements  with  the  national  bank 
examiner,  if  possible,  that  their  visits  shall  be  simultane- 
ous. At  such  visits  they  shall  have  free  access  to  the 
vaults,  books  and  papers,  and  shall  thoroughly  inspect 
and  examine  all  the  affairs  of  each  of  said  corporations, 
and  make  such  inquiries  as  may  be  necessary  to  ascertain 
its  condition  and  ability  to  fulfil  all  its  engagements,  and 
whether  it  has  complied  with  the  provisions  of  law.  They 
shall  preserve  in  a  permanent  form  a  full  record  of  their 
proceedings,  including  a  statement  of  the  condition  of 
each  of  said  corporations.

If  a  treasurer  fails, 
within  ten  days  from  the  date  thereof,  to  file  a  copy  of  his 
bond,  or  to  notify  the  board  of  any  change  therein  as  re- 
quired by  this  act,  he  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  fifty 
dollars.  The  board  shall  keep  a  record  showing  when 
said  bonds  expire,  and  the  changes  so  notified,  and,  when- 
ever in  their  judgment  it  is  necessary  for  the  security  of 
the  depositors,  shall  require  a  new  bond  in  such  amonnt 
and  with  such  sureties  as  said  board  may  approve.

RECEIVERS. 

Section  51.  Receivers  of  insolvent  savings  banks  and 
institutions  for  savings,  at  the  end  of  one  year  after  final 
settlement  ordered  by  the  court,  shall  report  to  the  court 
the  names  and  residences,  when  known,  of  the  persons  or 
parties  entitled  to  any  moneys  or  dividends  from  the  estate 
of  such  corporations,  remaining  in  their  hands  uncalled  for, 
with  the  amount  due  to  each.  The  court  shall  thereupon 
order  such  notice  to  be  given  by  the  receivers  as  justice 
may  require,  and  upon  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the 
time  of  giving  such  notice  the  receivers  shall  in  like  man- 
ner report  the  amounts  still  uncalled  for.  Unless  cause 
shall  appear  for  decreeing  otherwise  such  amounts  shall 
then  be  ordered  to  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, and  schedules  signed  by  the  receivers  shall  at 
the  same  time  be  deposited  with  the  treasurer  and  auditor 
of  the  Commonwealth,  setting  forth  the  decree  of  the  court 
and  the  names  and  residences,  so  far  as  known,  of  the 
persons  or  parties  entitled  thereto,  arranged  in  alphabeti- 
cal order,  and  the  amount  due  to  each.  The  auditor  shall 
forthwith  cause  notice  of  such  deposit  to  be  mailed  to  such 
parties.  At  the  time  when  the  payment  into  the  treasury 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  such  unclaimed  moneys  or  divi- 
dends is  made,  the  receivers  shall  deposit  with  the  com- 
missioners of  savings  banks  all  books  and  papers  of  such 
insolvent  savings  banks  and  institutions  for  sa vinos,  in- 
eluding  those  relating  to  their  receivership.

An  Act  to  authorize  savings  banks  to  invest  in  and  loan 
upon  bonds  of  the  states  of  missouri  and  minnesota  and 
in  the  cities  thereof. 

Deposits  in  savings  banks  and  institutions  for  savings, 
and  the  income  derived  therefrom,  may  be  invested  in  the 
legally  authorized  bonds  of  the  states  of  Missouri  and 
Minnesota,  and  in  the  legally  authorized  bonds  for  munic- 
ipal purposes,  and  refunding  bonds  issued  to  take  up  at 
maturity  bonds  which  have  been  issued  for  other  than 
municipal  purposes  but  on  which  the  interest  has  been 
fully  paid,  of  any  city  of  the  aforesaid  states  which  has  at 
the  date  of  such  investment  more  than  thirty  thousand 
inhabitants,  as  established  by  the  last  national  or  state 
census,  or  city  census  certified  to  by  the  city  clerk  or 
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treasurer  of  said  city  and  taken  in  the  same  manner  as  a 
national  or  state  census,  preceding  such  investment,  and 
whose  net  indebtedness  does  not  exceed  five  per  cent,  of 
the  valuation  of  the  taxable  property  therein,  to  be  ascer- 
tained by  the  last  preceding  valuation  of  property  therein 
for  the  assessment  of  taxes  ;  and  in  the  note  or  notes  of 
any  citizen  of  this  Commonwealth,  with  a  pledge  as  collat- 
eral of  any  of  the  aforesaid  securities,  the  amount  invested 
in  such  note  or  notes  not  to  exceed  in  any  case  eighty  per 
cent,  of  the  market  value  of  the  securities  pledged. 

The  term  "net  indebtedness "  in  this  statute  shall  be 
construed  to  denote  the  indebtedness  of  any  city,  town  or 
district,  omitting  debt  created  for  supplying  the  inhabi- 
tants with  water,  and  deducting  the  amount  of  sinking 
funds  available  for  the  payment  of  such  indebtedness.

An   Act  to   authorize   additional   investments  bt  savings 

banks  and  institutions  for  savings. 

Section  1.  In  addition  to  the  investments  authorized 
by  section  twenty-one  of  chapter  three  hundred  and 
seventeen  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-four  savings  banks  and  institutions  for  savings 
may  invest  their  deposits,  and  the  income  derived  there- 
from, in  the  bonds  and  notes  of  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  issued  accord- 
ing to  law,  notwithstanding  the  existence  of  a  mortgage 
indebtedness  not  matured  upon  the  whole  or  a  part  of 
the  road  of  said  railroad  company ;  also  in  the  note  or 
notes  of  any  citizen  of  this  Commonwealth,  with  a  pledge 
as  collateral  of  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Boston 
and  Lowell  Railroad  Corporation ;  of  the  Boston  and 
Providence  Railroad  Company ;  of  the  Connecticut  River 
Railroad  Company,  and  of  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Com- 
pany, notwithstanding  the  road  of  each  of  said  companies 
may  be  leased  to  some  other  railroad  company ;  such 
note  or  notes  not  to  exceed  in  any  case  seventy-five  per 
cent,  of  the  market  value  of  the  securities  pledged,  and 
to  be  made  payable  on  demand,  and  to  be  paid  or  renewed 
within  one  year  of  the  date  thereof. 
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[Chapter  327,  Acts  of  1896.] 

An  Act  to  impose  a  penalty  for  refusal  to  make  reports 
or  for  making  false  reports  to  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners of  savings  banks. 

Any  officer,  agent,  clerk  or  servant  of  a  corporation, 
who  refuses  or  neglects  to  make  any  report  or  statement 
lawfully  required  by  the  board  of  commissioners  of  sav- 
ings banks,  or  who  knowingly  makes  a  false  report  or 
statement  to  such  board,  shall  be  punished  by  imprison- 
ment in  the  house  of  correction  for  a  term  not  exceeding 
three  years,  or  by  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dol- 
lars, or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 


[Chapter  361,  Acts  of  1896.] 

AN  ACT  RELATIVE  TO  THE  BONDS  OF  TREASURERS  AND  EMPLOYEES 
OF  SAVINGS  BANKS  AND  INSTITUTIONS  FOR  SAVINGS,  AND  CO- 
OPERATIVE  BANKS. 

Section  1.  Whenever,  under  the  provisions  of  section 
fourteen  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  seventeen  of  the 
acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four,  it 
becomes  necessary  for  the  treasurer  or  other  officer  or 
employee  of  a  savings  bank  or  institution  for  savings 
to  give  bond  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties,  he 
may  give  a  bond  in  which  any  company  organized  under 
the  laws  of  this  state,  or  chartered  by  any  other  state  or 
government  to  transact  fidelity  insurance  or  corporate 
suretyship,  and  authorized  to  do  business  in  this  Com- 
monwealth, may  be  surety,  or  may  be  jointly  and 
severally  bound  with  such  treasurer  or  other  officer 
or  employee.  Such  bond  shall  be  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  trustees  and  in  a  form  to  be  approved  by  the  com- 
missioners of  savings  banks,  and  an  attested  copy  thereof, 
with  a  certificate  of  the  custodian  that  the  original  is  in 
his  possession,  shall  be  filed  with  the  commissioners  of 
savings  banks. 

Section  2.  The  provisions  of  section  one  shall  also 
apply  to  bonds  of  secretaries  and  treasurers  of  co-opera- 
tive banks,  given  under  the  provisions  of  section  seven- 
teen of  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventeen  of  the  Public 
Statutes. 
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[Chapter  516,  Acts  of  1896.] 

The  above  act,  incorporating  the  Boston  Terminal 
Company,  provides  in  section  4  that  — 

"Said  terminal  company,  to  provide  means  to  carry 
out  the  purposes  of  this  act,  may  from  time  to  time 
issue  coupon  or  registered  bonds,  in  sums  of  not  less 
than  one  hundred  dollars  each,  payable  at  periods  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  years  from  the  date  thereof,  bear- 
ing interest  not  exceeding  four  per  cent,  per  annum, 
payable  annually,  semi-annually,  or  quarterly,  to  such 
an  amount  as  may  be  necessary  and  as  may  be  approved 
by  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners.  .  .  .  Any 
such  mortgage  shall  be  made  to  a  trustee  or  trustees 
approved  in  writing  by  the  board  of  savings  banks  com- 
missioners, and  savings  banks  and  institutions  for  savings 
may  invest  in  such  bonds  when  so  secured."

AN  Act   to  authorize   savings   banks  and  institutions  for 

SAVINGS    TO    INVEST    IN     THE     BONDS     OF    THE     BOSTON,     REVERE 
BEACH  AND   LYNN  RAILROAD   COMPANY. 

Section  1.  When  the  first  mortgage  indebtedness  to 
the  amount  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars, 
now  existing  upon  that  portion  of  the  railroad  of  the  Bos- 
ton, Revere  Beach  and  Lynn  Railroad  Company  lying 
between  Boston  and  Lynn  in  this  Commonwealth,  and 
maturing  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  July  in  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-seven,  shall  have(  been  discharged, 
savings  banks  and  institutions  for  savings  in  this  Common- 
wealth may  invest  their  deposits  and  the  income  derived 
therefrom,  in  the  bonds  of  said  company  issued  according 
to  law,  notwithstanding  the  existence  of  the  present  mort- 
gage indebtedness,  not  matured,  upon  that  part  of  its  rail- 
road, franchise  and  property,  formerly  belonging  to  the 
Boston,  Winthrop  and  Shore  Railroad  Company. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 
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[Chapter  148,  Acts  of  1898.] 
An  Act  relative  to  savings  banks. 

Section  1 .  Savings  banks  and  institutions  for  savings 
may  hold  stocks,  bonds  or  other  securities  acquired  in 
settlements  effected  to  secure  loans  or  indebtedness,  but 
all  such  stocks,  bonds  or  other  securities  shall  be  sold 
within  five  years  after  the  same  have  been  acquired  by 
the  corporation :  provided,  hoicever,  that  any  such  cor- 
poration now  holding  any  securities  acquired  as  aforesaid 
shall  not  be  required  to  sell  the  same  before  the  first  day 
of  February  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  three  ;  and 
provided,  further,  that  the  board  of  commissioners  of 
savings  banks  may,  upon  the  petition  of  the  board  of 
investment  of  any  such  corporation  and  for  good  cause 
shown,  grant  an  additional  time  for  the  sale  of  the  same. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 


[Chapter  567,  Acts  of  1898.] 

An  Act  to  limit  the  connection  between  savings  banks  and 
other  banks  and  national  banking  associations. 

Section  1.  No  savings  bank  or  institution  for  savings 
hereafter  incorporated  shall  occupy  the  same  room  with 
any  bank  or  national  banking  association,  unless  such 
savings  bank  or  institution  for  savings  shall  have  first 
filed  with  the  board  of  commissioners  of  savings  banks  an 
agreement  signed  by  the  president  and  the  cashier  or 
treasurer  of  such  bank  or  national  banking  association, 
in  accordance  with  a  vote  duly  passed  by  the  board  of 
directors  or  trustees  of  such  bank  or  national  banking 
association,  that  it  and  they  will  permit  and  facilitate 
an  examination  of  the  books,  accounts,  vouchers,  cash, 
securities  and  other  property  of  such  bank  or  banking 
association  by  the  board  of  commissioners  of  savings 
banks,  or  by  a  person  or  persons  duly  appointed  by  said 
board,  at  such  times  and  to  such  extent  as  may  be  deemed 
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necessary  or  expedient  by  said  board  to  determine  the 
condition  of  the  savings  bank.  The  expense  of  such 
examination  shall  be  fixed  by  said  board  of  commissioners 
of  savings  banks  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  bank  or  national 
banking  association  so  examined.  A  duly  certified  copy 
of  said  vote  shall  be  furnished  at  the  same  time  with  said 
agreement,  and  the  agreement  shall  continue  in  force  so 
long  as  such  savings  bank  or  institution  for  savings  shall 
occupy  the  same  room  with  such  other  bank  or  national 
banking  association,  or  shall  keep  any  of  its  money  or 
securities  in  the  same  vault  with  such  other  bank  or 
national  banking  association. 

Section  2.  If  any  savings  bank  or  institution  for  sav- 
ings which  transacts  its  business  within  the  same  enclosure 
with  any  other  bank  or  banking  association  at  the  time 
of  the  passage  of  this  act  shall  not,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  July  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine, 
have  moved  into  a  separate  banking  room,  or  have  filed 
with  the  board  of  commissioners  of  savings  banks  such 
an  agreement  as  is  provided  for  in  section  one  of  this 
act  in  regard  to  savings  banks  hereafter  incorporated, 
and  executed  in  accordance  with  a  vote  of  the  board 
of  directors  or  trustees  of  the  institution  occupying  the 
same  room  with  it,  a  certified  copy  of  which  vote  is 
to  be  filed  at  the  same  time  with  said  agreement,  the 
board  of  commissioners  of  savings  banks  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  proceed  to  close  up  the 
business  of  such  savings  bank  or  institution  for  sav- 
ings, in  the  same  manner  as  though  such  savings  bank 
or  institution  for  savings  was  insolvent.  Said  agree- 
ment shall  continue  in  force  so  long  as  such  savings 
bank  or  institution  for  savings  continues  to  transact  its 
business  within  the  same  enclosure  with  such  other  bank 
or  banking  association. 

Section  3 .  No  savings  bank  or  institution  for  savings 
shall  transact  its  business  over  the  same  counter  or  occupy 
in  common  the  same  safes  or  vaults    with   any    bank, 
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national  banking  association  or  trust  company  :  provided, 
however,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed 
to  prohibit  a  savings  bank  or  institution  for  savings  from 
occupying  within  such  vault  a  safe  or  compartment  over 
which  it  has  exclusive  control,  or  from  transacting  busi- 
ness over  a  part  of  the  same  counter  which  is  separated 
by  a  suitable  partition  or  lattice  work  from  the  part  of 
the  counter  used  exclusively  by  such  other  bank,  banking 
association  or  trust  company. 

Section  4.  When  a  savings  bank  or  institution  for 
savings  transacts  its  business  within  the  same  enclosure 
with  a  bank  or  banking  association  a  committee  of  not 
less  than  three  shall  be  chosen  by  the  trustees  of  such 
savings  bank  or  institution  for  savings  from  their  own 
number,  which  committee  shall  at  least  once  in  every  six 
months  examine  into  the  condition  of  such  savings  bank 
at  the  same  time  that  a  similar  examination  is  made  of 
the  condition  of  such  national  bank  or  banking  association 
by  the  directors  thereof,  or  by  any  other  person  or  per- 
sons appointed  by  them. 

Section  5.  Whenever  a  savings  bank  or  institution 
for  savings  transacts  its  business  within  the  same  en- 
closure with  a  national  bank,  or  whenever  such  banks 
have  the  same  president,  treasurer  or  cashier,  then  the 
treasurer,  tellers  and  clerks  of  the  savings  bank  or  insti- 
tution for  savings  shall  give  a  bond  of  some  company 
authorized  to  transact  fidelity  insurance  or  corporate 
suretyship  in  this  Commonwealth,  in  a  form  and  for  a 
sum  to  be  approved  by  the  board  of  commissioners  of 
savings  banks. 


[Chapter  90,  Acts  of  1899.] 
An  Act  to  provide  for  the  deposit  of  money  in  a  savings 
bank  in  the  name  of  a  judge  of  probate,  and  for  the 
payment  of  such  deposit. 

Section  1.     Whenever   any  executor,  administrator, 
trustee   or   guardian   has    a    sum    of  money   which,  on 
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account  of  the  absence  or  incompetency  of  the  person 
entitled  thereto,  or  for  other  cause,  he  deems  it  advisable 
to  deposit  in  a  savings  bank  in  the  name  of  a  judge  of 
probate  for  the  benefit  of  such  person,  he  may  petition 
the  probate  court  by  which  he  was  appointed  for  leave 
so  to  do,  and  said  court  may  in  its  discretion,  without 
notice,  direct  the  same  to  be  done.  When  the  deposit  is 
made  the  deposit  book  of  the  bank  shall  be  filed  in  said 
court. 

Sect.  2.  When  the  person  entitled  to  a  deposit  made 
as  aforesaid  satisfies  said  probate  court  of  his  right  to 
receive  it  the  said  court  by  its  decree  shall  cause  it  to 
be  transferred  to  him. 

Sect.  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

An  Act  to  authorize  savings  banks  and  institutions  for 
savings  to  loan  upon  the  bonds  of  the  boston  terminal 

COMPANY. 

Section  1.  Savings  banks  and  institutions  for  savings 
may  invest  their  deposits  and  the  income  derived  there- 
from in  the  note  or  notes  of  any  citizen  of  this  Common- 
wealth with  a  pledge  as  collateral  of  the  first  mortgage 
bonds  of  the  Boston  Terminal  Company  at  a  valuation 
not  exceeding  the  par  thereof. 

Sect.  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 


[Chapter  269,  Acts  of  1899.] 

An  Act  relative  to  the  investments  of  savings  banks  and 
institutions  for  savings. 

Section  1 .  In  addition  to  the  investments  now  author- 
ized by  statute  savings  banks  and  institutions  for  savings 
may  invest  their  deposits  and  the  income  derived  there- 
from :  — : 

First.  In  the  legally  authorized  bonds  of  the  New 
York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company,  of 
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the  Michigan  Central  Railroad  Company,  of  the  Lake 
Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  Railway  Company,  of  the 
Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company,  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  Company,  of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and 
Western  Railroad  Company,  of  the  Chicago,  Burlington 
and  Quincy  Railroad  Company,  of  the  Chicago  and  North- 
western Railway  Company,  and  of  the  Delaware  and 
Hudson  Canal  Company :  provided,  that  all  such  bonds 
shall  be  secured  by  a  first  mortgage  of  the  whole  or  a 
part  of  the  railroad  and  railroad  property  actually  in  the 
possession  of  and  operated  by  such  company  ;  and  pro- 
vided, further,  that  each  railroad  whose  bonds  are  hereby 
authorized  for  investment  shall  have  earned  and  paid 
regular  dividends  on  all  its  issues  of  capital  stock  of  not 
less  than  four  per  cent,  each  fiscal  year  for  the  ten  years 
next  preceding  such  investment,  and  that  such  capital 
stock  shall  equal  or  exceed  in  amount  one  third  of  the 
par  value  of  all  its  bonded  indebtedness. 

Second.  In  the  legally  authorized  bonds  of  any  rail- 
road company  incorporated  under  the  authority  of  the 
States  of  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  Michigan, 
Indiana,  Illinois  or  Iowa,  whose  road  is  located  wholly 
or  in  part  within  the  limits  of  said  states  and  has  earned 
and  paid  regular  dividends  of  not  less  than  four  per  cent, 
per  annum  on  all  its  issues  of  capital  stock  for  the  ten 
years  preceding  such  investment :  provided,  that  said 
bonds  be  secured  by  a  first  mortgage  of  the  whole  or  a 
part  of  the  railroad  and  railroad  property  of  such  com- 
pany, and  be  guaranteed,  both  principal  and  interest,  by 
one  or  more  of  the  companies  named  in  the  first  clause 
of  this  act. 

Third.  In  the  note  or  notes  of  any  citizen  of  this 
Commonwealth,  with  a  pledge  as  collateral  of  any  of  the 
aforesaid  securities  at  no  more  than  the  par  value  thereof. 

Sect.  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

city,  town  or  distinct  omitting  the  debt  created  for  supplying 
the  inhabitants  with  water,  and  deducting  the  amount  of  sink- 
ing funds  available  for  the  payment  of  such  indebtedness.

No  such  corporation,  nor  any  person  acting  in  its  behalf, 
shall  negotiate,  take  or  receive  a  fee,  brokerage,  commission, 
gift  or  other  consideration  for  or  on  account  of  a  loan  made  by 
or  on  behalf  of  such  corporation,  other  than  appears  on  the  face 
of  the  note  or  contract  by  which  such  loan  purports  to  be  made ; 
but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  apply  to  any  reasonable 
charge  for  services  in  the  examination  of  titles  and  preparation 
of  conveyances  to  such  corporation  as  security  for  its  loans. 
Whoever  violates  a  provision  of  this  section  shall  be  punished 
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by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than  one 
thousand  dollars.  All  sums  paid  for  services,  fees  or  otherwise 
to  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall  be  reported  in  detail 
at  each  regular  meeting  of  trustees.

IN   RELATION   TO 


SAFE  DEPOSIT,  LOAN  AND  TRUST  COMPANIES. 


(Chapter  413,  Acts  of  1888,  as  amended  by  Chapter  274,  Acts  of 
1894,  Chapter  423,  Acts  of  1896,  and  Chapter  304,  Acts  of  1897.) 

Section  1.  All  safe  deposit,  loan  and  trust  companies 
hereafter  incorporated  under  the  authority  of  this  Com- 
monwealth may  exercise  the  powers  and  shall  be  governed 
by  the  rules  and  subject  to  the  duties,  liabilities  and  pro- 
visions contained  in  this  chapter.  And  they  shall  also  be 
subject  to  all  the  duties,  restrictions  and  liabilities  set 
forth  in  chapter  one  hundred  and  five  of  the  Public 
Statutes,  so  far  as  the  same  do  not  conflict  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter,  and  to  all  general  laws  which  now 
are  or  hereafter  may  be  in  force  relating  to  such  corpo- 
rations :  provided,  that  no  safe  deposit,  loan  or  trust 
company,  incorporated  hereafter  shall  advance  money 
or  credits  on  farm  property  situated  outside  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, or  on  the  bonds  or  securities  of  any  mortgage 
investment  company. 

Sect.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  every  such  corporation 
shall  not  be  less  than  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  nor 
more  than  one  million  dollars,  except  that  in  any  place 
the  population  of  which  does  not  exceed  one  hundred 
thousand  the  capital  may  be  not  less  than  two  hundred 
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thousand  dollars.  The  capital  shall  be  divided  into  shares 
of  the  par  value  of  one  hundred  dollars  each ;  and  no 
business  shall  be  transacted  by  the  corporation  until  the 
whole  amount  of  its  capital  stock  is  subscribed  for  and 
actually  paid  in,  and  no  shares  shall  be  issued  until  the 
par  value  of  such  shares  shall  have  actually  been  paid  in 
in  cash.  Before  entering  upon  active  business  every  such 
corporation  shall  file  with  the  board  of  commissioners  of 
savings  banks  a  list  of  its  stockholders,  giving  the  name, 
residence  and  post  office  address  of  each  stockholder  and 
the  number  of  shares  of  stock  held  by  each,  which  list 
shall  be  verified  by  the  two  principal  officers  of  the  corpo- 
ration. Upon  receipt  of  such  list  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners of  savings  banks  shall  examine,  or  cause  an 
examination  to  be  made,  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  the 
whole  capital  of  such  corporation  has  been  paid  in  in  cash ; 
and  if  it  appears  from  such  examination  that  the  capital 
has  not  been  fully  paid  in  in  cash,  said  board  shall  not 
grant  a  certificate  authorizing  such  corporation  to  com- 
mence business  ;  and  no  such  corporation  shall  commence 
business  until  such  certificate  has  been  granted  by  said 
board. 

Sect.  3.  The  officers  of  every  such  corporation  shall 
consist  of  a  president,  clerk,  or  secretary,  a  board  of  not 
less  than  seven  directors,  a  treasurer  or  actuary,  or  both, 
and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  prescribed  by  its  by-laws  ; 
and  all  such  officers  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  their  duties. 

Sect.  4.  The  officers  of  every  such  corporation,  except 
the  treasurer  and  actuary,  shall  be  chosen  at  its  annual 
meeting.  The  treasurer  and  actuary  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  directors,  and  shall  hold  their  respective  offices 
during  the  pleasure  of  the  board  of  directors  and  shall  give 
bond  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties  to  the  satis- 
faction of  said  board. 

Sect.  5.  The  corporation  may  adopt  by-laws  for  the 
proper  management  of  its  affairs  consistent  with  law,  may 
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establish  rules  and  regulations  controlling  the  assignment 
and  transfer  of  its  shares,  may  determine  what  number 
of  shares  shall  be  represented  at  any  meeting  to  con- 
stitute a  quorum.  If  the  quorum  is  not  so  determined,  a 
majority  in  interest  of  the  stockholders  shall  constitute 
a  quorum. 

Sect.  6.  Every  such  corporation  is  hereby  authorized 
to  receive  on  deposit,  storage  or  otherwise,  moneys,  gov- 
ernment securities,  stocks,  bonds,  coin,  jewelry,  plate, 
valuable  papers  and  documents,  evidences  of  debt  and 
other  property  of  every  kind,  upon  such  terms  or  condi- 
tions as  may  be  obtained  or  agreed  upon,  and  at  the 
request  of  the  depositor  to  collect  and  disburse  the 
interest  or  income  upon  such  of  said  property  received 
on  deposit  as  produces  interest  or  income,  and  to  collect 
and  disburse  the  principal  of  such  of  said  property  as 
produces  interest  or  income  when  it  becomes  due,  upon 
terms  to  be  prescribed  by  the  corporation,  and  also  to 
advance  money  or  credits  on  real  property  within  the 
Commonwealth,  and  on  personal  security  on  terms  that 
may  be  agreed  upon  ;  and  all  the  rights  and  privileges 
necessary  for  the  execution  of  such  powers  are  hereby 
granted.  Deposits  under  this  section  shall  be  general 
deposits,  and  may  be  made  by  corporations  and  persons 
acting  individually  or  in  any  trust  capacity.  No  such 
corporation  shall  give  collateral  or  other  security  for  any 
deposit  of  money  received  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section. 

Sect.  7.  Any  court  of  law  or  equity,  and  any  court 
of  probate  and  insolvency  of  this  Commonwealth,  may 
by  decree  or  otherwise  direct  any  moneys  or  properties 
under  its  control,  or  that  may  be  paid  into  court  by 
parties  to  any  legal  proceedings,  or  which  may  be  brought 
into  court  by  reason  of  any  order  or  judgment,  to  be 
deposited  with  such  corporation,  upon  such  terms  and 
subject  to  such  instructions  as  the  court  may  prescribe : 
provided,  however,  that    such    corporation    shall    not   be 
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required  to  assume  or  execute  any  trust  without  its  assent. 
Such  corporation  shall  also  have  power  to  receive  and 
hold  moneys  or  property  in  trust  or  on  deposit  from 
executors,  administrators,  assignees,  guardians  and  trus- 
tees, upon  such  terms  or  conditions  as  may  be  obtained 
or  agreed  upon ;  provided,  also,  that  all  such  moneys  or 
property  received  under  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  loaned  on  or  invested  only  in  the  authorized 
loans  of  the  United  States,  or  of  any  of  the  New 
England  states,  or  cities  or  counties  or  towns  thereof, 
or  of  the  states  of  Illinois,  Iowa,  Michigan,  Minnesota, 
Wisconsin,  or  the  cities  or  counties  thereof,  or  stocks 
of  state  or  national  banks  organized  within  this  Com- 
monwealth, or  in  the  first  mortgage  bonds  of  any  rail- 
road company  incorporated  by  any  of  the  New  England 
states  and  whose  road  is  located  wholly  or  in  part  in 
the  same  and  which  has  earned  and  paid  regular  divi- 
dends on  all  its  issues  of  capital  stock  for  two  years 
next  preceding  such  loan  or  investment,  or  in  the  bonds 
of  any  such  railroad  company  unencumbered  by  mort- 
gages, or  in  first  mortgages  on  real  estate  in  this  Com- 
monwealth, or  in  any  securities  in  which  savings  banks 
are  allowed  to  invest,  or  upon  notes,  with  two  sureties, 
of  manufacturing  corporations  established  under  the  laws 
of  this  state,  or  of  individuals  with  a  sufficient  pledge 
as  collateral  of  any  of  the  aforesaid  securities ;  but  all 
real  estate  acquired  by  foreclosure  of  mortgage  or  by 
levy  of  execution  shall  be  sold  at  public  auction  within 
two  years  after  such  foreclosure  or  levy ;  provided,  also, 
that  all  such  money  or  property  received,  invested  or 
loaned  under  this  section  shall  be  a  special  deposit  in 
such  corporation,  and  the  accounts  thereof  shall  be  kept 
separate,  and  such  funds,  and  the  investment  or  loans  of 
them,  shall  be  specially  appropriated  to  the  security  and 
payment  of  such  deposits,  and  not  to  be  subject  to  the 
other  liabilities  of  the  corporation ;  and  for  the  purpose 
of  securing  the  observance  of  this  proviso,  such  corpo- 
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ration  shall  have  a  trust  department  into  which  all  busi- 
ness authorized  by  this  section  shall  be  kept  separate  and 
distinct  from  its  general  business. 

Sect.  8.  Every  such  corporation  may  be  appointed 
trustee  under  any  will  or  instrument  creating  a  trust  for 
the  care  and  management  of  property,  under  the  same 
circumstances  and  in  the  same  manner,  and  subject  to 
the  same  control  by  the  court  having  jurisdiction  of 
the  same,  as  in  the  case  of  a  legally  qualified  person. 
The  capital  stock  of  such  corporations,  with  the  liabili- 
ties of  the  stockholders  existing  thereunder,  together 
with  the  trust  guarantee  fund  as  hereinafter  provided, 
shall  be  held  as  security  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
the  duties  undertaken  by  virtue  of  sections  seven  and 
eight,  or  of  any  existing  similar  provision  of  law  as 
applicable  to  any  such  corporation  heretofore  chartered, 
and  no  surety  shall  be  required  upon  the  bonds  filed 
by  such  corporation.  In  all  proceedings  in  the  probate 
court  or  elsewhere,  connected  with  any  authority  exer- 
cised under  this  section,  or  under  similar  provisions 
relating  to  any  such  corporation  heretofore  chartered, 
all  accounts,  returns  and  other  papers  may  be  signed 
and  sworn  to,  in  behalf  of  the  corporation,  by  any 
officer  thereof  duly  authorized  by  it,  and  the  answers  and 
examinations  under  oath  of  said  officer  shall  be  received 
as  the  answers  and  examinations  of  the  corporation,  and 
the  court  may  order  and  compel  any  and  all  officers  of 
such  corporation  to  answer  and  attend  said  examination 
in  the  same  manner  as  if  they  were  parties  to  the  pro- 
ceedings of  inquiry  instead  of  the  corporation  :  provided, 
however,  that  such  corporation  shall  not  be  required  to 
receive  or  hold  any  property  or  moneys,  or  to  execute 
any  trust,  without  its  assent ;  provided,  also,  that  it  shall 
be  competent  for  the  party  making  a  deposit  with  the 
company,  to  direct  whether  such  money  and  property  shall 
be  held  and  invested  separately  or  invested  in  the  general 
trust  fund  of  the  company,  and  provided,  also,  that  the 
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corporation  shall  always  be  bound  to  follow  and  be  gov- 
erned by  all  directions  contained  in  any  will  or  instru- 
ment under  which  it  may  act. 

Sect.  9.  No  money,  property  or  securities  received 
or  held  by  such  corporation  under  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tions seven  and  eight  of  this  act  shall  be  mingled  with 
the  investments  of  the  capital  stock  or  other  moneys  or 
property  belonging  to  such  corporation,  or  be  liable  for 
the  debts  or  obligations  thereof. 

Sect.  10.  The  directors  may  from  time  to  time  set 
apart  as  a  trust  guarantee  fund,  such  portion  of  the  profits 
as  they  may  judge  expedient.  The  trust  guarantee  fund 
shall  be  invested  in  such  securities  only  as  the  trust 
deposits  may  by  law  be  invested  in.  The  accounts  of  its 
investment  and  management,  and  the  securities  in  which 
it  is  invested,  shall  be  kept  in  the  trust  department. 

Sect.  11.  The  trust  guarantee  fund  shall  be  absolutely 
pledged  for  the  faithful  performance  by  the  corporation 
of  all  its  duties  and  undertakings  under  the  seventh  and 
eighth  sections  of  this  act,  and  shall  be  applied  to  make 
good  any  default  in  such  performance,  and  such  pledge 
and  liability  shall  not  in  any  respect  relieve  the  capital 
stock  and  general  funds  of  the  corporation,  but  creditors 
under  the  seventh  and  eighth  sections  shall  have  an  equal 
claim  with  other  creditors  upon  the  capital  and  other  prop- 
erty of  the  corporation,  in  addition  to  the  security  hereby 
given. 

Sect.  12.  No  portion  of  such  trust  guarantee  fund 
shall  be  transferred  to  the  general  capital  while  the  cor- 
poration has  undertakings  of  the  kind  mentioned  in  the 
seventh  and  eighth  sections,  for  whose  performance  bonds 
are  required  from  individuals,  outstanding  uncompleted; 
but  its  income,  if  not  needed  at  any  dividend  time  to 
make  good  such  deposits  or  undertakings  may  be  added 
to  and  disposed  of  with  the  general  income  of  the  cor- 
poration. 

Sect.  13.  Such  corporations  shall  at  all  times  have  on 
hand,  as  a  reserve,  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States, 
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an  amount  equal  to  at  least  fifteen  per  centum  of  the 
aggregate  amount  of  all  its  deposits  which  are  subject  to 
withdrawal  upon  demand  or  within  ten  days  ;  and  when- 
ever said  reserve  of  such  corporation  shall  be  below  said 
per  centum  of  such  deposits,  it  shall  not  increase  its  lia- 
bilities by  making  any  new  loans  until  the  required  pro- 
portion between  the  aggregate  amount  of  such  deposits 
and  its  reserve  fund  shall  be  restored :  provided,  that  in 
lieu  of  lawful  money  two-thirds  of  said  fifteen  per  centum 
may  consist  of  balances  payable  on  demand,  due  from  any 
national  bank  doing  business  in  this  Commonwealth  or  in 
the  city  of  New  York,  and  one-third  of  said  fifteen  per 
centum  may  consist  of  lawful  money  and  bonds  of  the 
United  States  or  of  this  Commonwealth,  the  absolute 
property  of  such  corporation.  (See  page  Ixxix  for  ad- 
ditional legislation  regarding  reserve.) 

Sect.  14.  The  shareholders  of  such  corporation  shall 
be  held  individually  liable,  equally  and  ratably,  and  not  one 
for  another,  for  all  contracts,  debts  and  engagements  of  the 
corporation,  to  the  extent  of  the  amount  of  their  stock 
therein  at  the  par  value  thereof,  in  addition  to  the  amount 
invested  in  such  shares.  The  provisions  contained  in  chap- 
ter one  hundred  and  six  of  the  Public  Statutes,  sections 
sixty-two  to  seventy-one,  inclusive,  shall  apply  to  and 
regulate  the  enforcement  of  this  liability. 

Sect.  15.  Such  corporations  are  also  authorized  to 
act  as  agents  for  the  purpose  of  issuing,  registering  or 
countersigning  the  certificates  of  stock,  bonds  or  other 
evidence  of  indebtedness  of  any  corporation,  association, 
municipal  corporation,  state  or  national  government,  on 
such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  and  may  also  act  as 
trustee  or  financial  or  other  agent  for  any  person  or  firm, 
corporation,  association,  municipal  corporation  or  govern- 
ment, and  in  their  behalf  may  negotiate  loans  and  may  sell 
and  negotiate  the  sale  of  securities,  and  may  also  act  as 
trustee  for  the  bondholders  of  corporations,  and  to  this 
end  are  empowered  to  receive  transfers  of  real  and  per- 
sonal property  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon. 
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Sect.  16.  No  such  corporation  shall  make  any  loan  or 
discount  on  the  security  of  the  shares  of  its  own  capital 
stock,  nor  be  the  purchaser  or  holder  of  any  such  shares, 
unless  such  security  or  purchase  shall  be  necessary  to 
prevent  loss  upon  a  debt  previously  contracted  in  good 
faith ;  and  stock  so  purchased  or  acquired  shall,  within 
six  months  from  the  time  of  its  purchase,  be  sold  or  dis- 
posed of  at  public  or  private  sale. 

Sect.  17.  The  total  liabilities  to  such  corporation  of 
any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  other  than  cities  or  towns, 
for  money  borrowed,  including  in  the  liabilities  of  a  com- 
pany or  firm  the  liabilities  of  its  several  members,  shall 
at  no  time  exceed  one-fifth  part  of  such  amount  of  the 
capital  stock  of  this  corporation  as  is  actually  paid  up. 
But  the  discount  of  bills  of  exchange  drawn  in  good  faith 
against  actually  existing  values,  and  the  discount  of  com- 
mercial or  business  paper  actually  owned  by  the  person 
negotiating  the  same,  shall  not  be  considered  as  money 
borrowed. 

Sect.  18.  Such  corporation  may  hold  real  estate  suit- 
able for  the  transaction  of  its  business  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  its  capital,  and  in  no 
case  to  exceed  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars. 
No  such  investment  shall  be  made  in  real  estate  which  is 
subject  to  mortgage,  nor  shall  the  whole  amount  so  in- 
vested, including  the  cost  of  any  alterations  in  any  build- 
ing, or  any  additions  thereto  in  the  nature  of  permanent 
fixtures,  exceed  the  sum  above  limited. 

Sect.  19.  No  person  shall  be  a  director  in  any  such 
corporation  unless  he  is  a  stockholder  holding  not  less 
than  ten  shares  of  unpledged  stock  therein.  A  majority 
of  the  directors  shall  be  citizens  of  and  resident  in  this 
Commonwealth  and  not  more  than  one-third  of  the  direc- 
tors shall  be  directors  in  any  other  corporation  included 
within  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sect.  20.  Deposits  with  such  corporation,  which  can 
be  withdrawn  on  demand  or  upon  not  exceeding  ten 
days'  notice,  shall  for  the  purposes  of  taxation  be  deemed 
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money  in  possession  of  the  persons  to  whom  the  same  is 
payable. 

Sect.  21.  Such  corporation  shall  also,  annually, 
between  the  first  and  tenth  days  of  May,  return  to  the 
tax  commissioner  a  true  statement,  attested  by  the  oath 
of  some  officer  of  the  corporation,  of  all  personal  prop- 
erty held  upon  any  trust  on  the  first  day  of  May  which 
would  be  taxable  if  held  by  an  individual  trustee  residing 
in  this  Commonwealth,  and  the  name  of  every  city  or 
town  in  this  Commonwealth  where  any  beneficiary  resided 
on  said  day,  and  the  aggregate  amount  of  such  property 
then  held  for  all  beneficiaries  resident  in  each  of  such 
cities  or  towns,  and  also  the  aggregate  amount  held  for 
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beneficiaries  not  resident  in  this  Commonwealth,  under 
the  pains  and  penalties  provided  in  section  fifty-four  of 
chapter  thirteen  of  the  Public  Statutes  and  acts  in  amend- 
ment thereof,  for  corporations  failing  to  make  returns 
provided  by  said  act.  Such  corporation  shall  annually 
pay  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth  a  sum  to  be 
ascertained  by  assessment  by  the  tax  commissioner  upon 
an  amount  equal  to  the  total  value  of  such  property,  at 
the  rate  ascertained  and  determined  by  him,  under  section 
forty  of  chapter  thirteen  of  the  Public  Statutes  and  acts 
in  amendment  thereof. 

Sect.  22.  Such  corporation  shall  also,  annually, 
between  the  first  and  tenth  days  of  May,  return  to  the 
tax  commissioner  a  true  statement,  verified  by  the  oath 
of  some  officer  of  the  corporation,  of  the  amount  of  all 
sums  deposited  with  it  on  interest  or  for  investment,  other 
than  those  specified  in  the  twentieth  and  twenty-first  sec- 
tions of  this  act,  together  with  the  name  of  every  city 
and  town  in  this  Commonwealth  where  any  beneficial 
owner  resided  on  said  first  day  of  May,  and  the  aggre- 
gate amount  of  such  deposits  then  held  for  the  benefit  of 
persons  residing  in  each  of  such  cities  and  towns,  under 
like  penalty.  Such  corporation  shall  annually  pay  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth  a  sum  to  be  ascertained 
by  assessment  by  the  tax  commissioner  upon  an  amount 
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equal  to  the  total  value  of  such  deposits  at  three-fourths 
of  the  rate  ascertained  and  determined  by  him  under 
section  forty  of  chapter  thirteen  of  the  Public  Statutes 
and  acts  in  amendment  thereof. 

Sect.  23.  No  taxes  shall  be  assessed  in  any  city  or 
town  for  state,  county  or  town  purposes,  upon  or  in 
respect  to  any  such  property  held  in  trust  or  any  such 
amounts  deposited  on  interest  or  for  investment,  but 
such  proportion  of  the  sum  so  paid  by  such  corporation 
as  corresponds  to  the  amount  of  such  property  held  for 
beneficiaries  or  payable  to  persons  resident  in  this  Com- 
monwealth shall  be  credited  and  paid  to  the  several  cities 
and  towns  where  it  appears  from  the  returns  or  other 
evidence  that  such  beneficiaries  resided  on  the  first  day 
of  May  next  preceding,  according  to  the  aggregate 
amount  so  held  for  beneficiaries  and  persons  residing  in 
such  cities  and  towns  respectively  ;  and  in  regard  to  such 
sums  so  to  be  assessed  and  paid  as  aforesaid  such  corpo- 
ration shall  be  subject  to  sections  fifty-two,  fifty-three, 
fifty-seven,  fifty-eight  and  fifty-nine  of  chapter  thirteen 
of  the  Public  Statutes  and  acts  in  amendment  or  lieu 
thereof,  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable  thereto. 

Sect.  24.  Every  such  corporation  shall  be  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  chapter  thirteen  of  the  Public  Statutes 
as  to  the  taxation  of  its  capital  stock,  and  to  any  acts  in 
amendment  thereof  and  in  addition  thereto. 

Sect.  25.  The  books  of  such  corporation  shall  at  all 
reasonable  times  be  open  for  inspection  to  the  stock- 
holders and  to  beneficiaries  under  any  trust  held  by  such 
corporation  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Sect.  26.  Such  corporation  shall,  annually,  within  ten 
days  after  the  last  business  day  of  October,  and  at  such 
other  times  as  the  commissioners  of  savings  banks  may 
require,  but  not  exceeding  four  times  within  any  calendar 
year,  make  a  return  to  the  commissioners  of  savings 
banks  in  this  Commonwealth,  showing  accurately  the 
condition  thereof  at  close  of  business  on  said  day,  which 
shall  be  signed  and  sworn  to  by  its  president  and  secre- 
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tary,  treasurer  or  actuary  and  a  majority  of  its  board  of 
directors ;  and  said  returns  shall  specify  the  following, 
namely :  Capital  stock ;  amount  of  all  moneys  and  prop- 
erty in  detail  in  the  possession  or  charge  of  said  company 
as  deposits ;  amount  of  deposits  payable  on  demand  or 
within  ten  days ;  amount  of  trust  guarantee  fund ;  trust 
funds  or  for  purposes  of  investment ;  number  of  deposi- 
tors ;  investments  in  authorized  loans  of  the  United 
States  or  any  of  the  New  England  states  or  cities  or 
counties  or  towns,  stating  amount  in  each;  investments 
in  bank  stock,  stating  amount  in  each ;  investments  in 
Tailroad  stock,  stating  amount  in  each ;  investments  in 
railroad  bonds,  stating  amount  in  each;  loans  on  notes 
of  corporations ;  loans  on  notes  of  individuals ;  loans  on 
mortgages  of  real  estate ;  cash  on  hand  and  such  other 
information  as  the  commissioners  of  savings  banks  may 
prescribe ;  all  as  existing  at  the  date  of  making  such 
returns,  with  the  rate,  amount  and  date  of  dividends 
since  last  return.  The  commissioners  of  savings  banks 
shall  have  access  to  the  vaults,  books  and  papers  of  the 
company,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  inspect,  examine 
and  inquire  into  its  affairs  and  to  take  proceedings  in 
regard  to  them  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same 
extent  as  if  this  corporation  was  a  savings  bank,  subject 
to  all  the  general  laws  which  are  now  or  hereafter  may 
be  in  force  relating  to  such  institutions  in  this  regard. 
Such  returns  required  to  be  made  to  the  commissioners 
of  savings  banks  shall  be  in  the  form  of  a  trial  balance  of 
its  books,  and  shall  specify  the  different  kinds  of  its  lia- 
bilities and  the  different  kinds  of  its  assets,  stating  the 
amount  of  each  kind,  in  accordance  with  a  blank  form  to 
be  furnished  by  said  commissioners ;  and  these  returns 
shall  be  published  in  a  newspaper  of  the  city  or  town 
where  such  corporation  is  located,  by  and  at  the  expense 
of  such  corporation,  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner  as 
may  be  directed  by  said  commissioners,  and  in  the  annual 
report  of  said  commissioners. 
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Sect.  27.  The  name  shall  be  one  not  previously  in 
use  by  any  existing  corporation  established  under  the 
laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  nor  so  nearly  identical  there- 
with as  to  be  calculated  to  mislead,  and  shall  be  changed 
only  by  act  of  the  general  court.  The  words  "trust 
company  "  shall  form  a  part  of  the  name. 


An  Act  relating  to  investments  of  safe  deposit,  loan  and 
trust  companies. 

[Chapter  342,  Acts  of  1889.] 

Section  1.  No  incorporated  safe  deposit,  loan  or 
trust  company,  shall  advance  money  or  credits  upon 
notes  secured  by  deed  of  trust  or  by  mortgage  upon 
farms  or  agricultural  or  unimproved  lands  situated  out- 
side of  this  Commonwealth,  except  said  lands  be  in  the 
New  England  states  or  the  state  of  New  York,  nor  invest 
in  or  make  loans  upon  the  bonds  or  other  securities  of 
any  company  negotiating  or  dealing  in  such  notes  so 
secured  or  in  such  mortgages.  Any  such  safe  deposit, 
loan  or  trust  company  which  now  has  any  of  its  funds  so 
invested  shall  dispose  of  said  investments  on  or  before 
the  thirty-first  day  of  December  in  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-nine. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of 
July  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-nine. 


An  Act  to  amend  an  act  in  relation  to  safe  deposit,  loan  and 
trust  companies. 

[Chapter  315,  Acts  of  1890.] 

Section  1.  Every  safe  deposit,  loan  and  trust  com- 
pany subject  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  four  hundred 
and  thirteen  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-eight  is  hereby  authorized,  subject  to  the  limitations 
of  section  one  of  said  act  and  of  chapter  three  hundred 
and  forty-two  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
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and  eighty-nine,  to  advance  money  or  credits,  whether 
capital  or  general  deposits,  on  real  property  situated 
within  this  Commonwealth  and  on  personal  security,  on 
terms  that  may  be  agreed  upon,  and  also  to  invest  its 
money  or  credits,  whether  capital  or  general  deposits,  in 
the  stocks,  bonds  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  of 
corporations  ;  and  all  the  rights  and  privileges  necessary 
for  the  execution  of  such  powers  are  hereby  granted : 
provided,  that  no  safe  deposit,  loan  or  trust  company 
whenever  incorporated  shall  as  agent,  buy,  sell  or  nego- 
tiate any  securities  or  evidences  of  debt  on  which  said 
company  may  not  lawfully  advance  money  or  credits,  nor 
as  such  agent  buy,  sell  or  negotiate  evidences  of  debt 
secured  exclusively  by  real  estate  under  mortgage  or 
deed  of  trust. 

Sect.  2.  Any  incorporated  trust  company,  or  safe 
deposit  and  trust  company,  now  transacting  business  in 
this  Commonwealth  and  chartered  by  the  legislature  of 
this  Commonwealth  prior  to  the  passage  of  chapter  four 
hundred  and  thirteen  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  eighty-eight,  may  by  vote  of  the  majority  of  the 
stock  represented  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  stockholders 
legally  called  for  the  purpose  accept  and  adopt  as  a  part 
of  their  charters  all  the  provisions  of  any  one  section  or 
all  the  sections  of  said  chapter  four  hundred  and  thirteen 
of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight ; 
and  thereafter  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  privileges  and 
be  subject  to  all  the  duties,  liabilities  and  restrictions  set 
forth  in  such  section  or  sections  as  may  be  thus  accepted 
and  adopted  :  provided,  that  a  certificate  signed  and  sworn 
to  by  the  clerk  of  such  trust  company,  or  safe  deposit  and 
trust  company,  setting  forth  the  fact  of  such  acceptance 
and  adoption  shall  be  filed  with  the  secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth  and  with  the  board  of  commissioners  of 
savings  banks  within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  such  special 
meeting. 

Sect.  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 
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An  Act  in  relation  to  enforcing  the  liability    of  share- 
holders in  trust  companies. 

[Chapter  327,  Acts  of  1892.] 

Section  1.  Any  trust  company  whose  shareholders  are 
liable  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  section  fourteen  of  chap- 
ter four  hundred  and  thirteen  of  the  acts  of  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  whose  capital  stock 
shall  in  the  opinion  of  the  board  of  commissioners  of 
savings  banks  have  become  impaired  by  losses  or  other- 
wise, shall,  within  three  months  after  receiving  notice 
from  said  board,  pay  the  deficiency  in  the  capital  stock 
by  assessment  upon  the  shareholders,  pro  rata,  for  the 
amount  of  the  capital  stock  held  by  each.  If  any  such 
company  shall  fail  to  pay  up  such  deficiency  in  its  capital 
stock  for  three  months  after  receiving  notice  from  said 
board  of  commissioners  of  savings  banks,  said  board  may 
apply  to  a  justice  of  the  supreme  judicial  court  for  an 
injunction  against  it,  as  provided  in  section  six  of  chapter 
one  hundred  and  sixteen  of  the  Public  Statutes  :  provided, 
that  if  any  shareholder  or  shareholders  of  such  company 
shall  neglect  or  refuse,  after  three  months'  notice,  to  pay 
the  assessment  as  provided  in  this  section,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  board  of  directors  to  cause  a  sufficient  amount 
of  the  capital  stock  of  such  shareholder  or  shareholders 
to  be  sold  at  public  auction,  after  thirty  days'  notice  shall 
be  given  by  posting  such  notice  of  sale  in  the  office  of  the 
company  and  by  publishing  such  notice  in  a  newspaper  of 
the  city  or  town  in  which  the  company  is  located  or  in  a 
newspaper  published  nearest  thereto,  to  make  good  the 
deficiency ;  and  the  balance,  if  any,  shall  be  returned  to 
such  delinquent  shareholder  or  shareholders. 

Sect.  2.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to 
take  away  the  right  of  creditors  to  enforce  the  liability  of 
shareholders  in  such  corporations,  as  provided  by  sec- 
tion fourteen  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  thirteen  of  the 
acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  or  to 
increase  the  general  liability  of  such  shareholders. 

Sect.  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 
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An  Act  to  limit  the  time  within  which  safe  deposit,  loan 
and  trust  companies  shall  organize  and  commence  busi- 

HGSS 

[Chapter  114,  Acts  of  1893.] 

Section  1.  Every  safe  deposit,  loan  or  trust  company 
hereafter  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this  Common- 
wealth shall  organize  and  commence  business  within  two 
years  from  the  date  of  its  incorporation,  or  its  charter 
shall  become  void. 

Sect.  2.  Every  such  company  heretofore  incorporated 
shall  commence  business  within  two  years  from  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act,  or  its  charter  shall  become  void. 

Sect.  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 


An  Act  relative  to  deposits  by  cities  and  towns  in  banks 
and  trust  companies. 

[Chapter  266,  Acts  of  1893.] 

No  city  or  town  shall  have  or  place  on  deposit  at  any 
time,  in  any  bank  or  trust  company,  an  amount  exceeding 
sixty  per  cent,  of  the  capital  and  surplus  of  such  bank  or 
trust  company,  unless  such  bank  or  trust  company  shall 
give  to  the  city  or  town  satisfactory  security  for  such 
deposit  in  excess  of  said  sixty  per  cent. 


An  Act  relative  to  safe  deposit,  loan  and  trust  companies. 
[Chapter  423,  Acts  of  1896.] 

Section  1.  Section  six  of  chapter  four  hundred  and 
thirteen  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-eight  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  at  the  end 
thereof  the  following  words  :  —  No  such  corporation  shall 
give  collateral  or  other  security  for  any  deposit  of  money 
received  under  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Sect.  2.  Every  such  corporation  hereafter  incorpo- 
rated, after  a  deduction  of  all  reasonable  expenses  in- 
curred in  the  management  thereof,  together  with  such 
losses  as  may  have  occurred  during  the  year,  shall  annu- 
ally set  aside  not  less  than  ten  per  cent,  of  its  remaining 
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earnings  as  a  guaranty  fund,  until  such  fund  amounts  to 
twenty-five  per  cent,  of  its  capital,  which  fund  shall  be 
invested  in  the  same  manner  as  deposits  in  savings  banks 
are  now  or  hereafter  may  be  required  to  be  invested. 

Sect.  3.  No  such  corporation  shall  hereafter  com- 
mence to  exercise  the  powers  and  duties  described  in 
sections  seven  and  eight  of  said  chapter  four  hundred 
and  thirteen  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  eighty-eight  until  it  shall  have  applied  for  and  re- 
ceived the  written  authority  of  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners of  savings  banks  so  to  do,  and  such  board  is 
hereby  authorized  to  grant  or  to  decline  to  grant  such 
authority,  after  such  investigation  of  the  affairs  of  the 
company  as  the  said  board  may  deem  expedient. 

Sect.  4.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 


An  Aet  relative  to  deposits  by  county  treasurers. 
[Chapter  108,  Acts  of  1899  ] 

Section  1.  Section  eighteen  of  chapter  twenty-three 
of  the  Public  Statutes  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  in 
the  third  line,  after  the  word  "banks,"  the  following 
words :  —  or  safe  deposit  and  trust  companies  in  this 
Commonwealth,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  Section  18. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  county  treasurers,  having  cash 
funds  in  their  hands  beyond  what  is  required  for  im- 
mediate use,  to  make  deposit  thereof  in  one  or  more 
national  banks  or  safe  deposit  and  trust  companies  in 
this  Commonwealth,  at  such  rates  of  interest  as  may  be 
practicable,  and  all  interest  received  on  such  deposits 
shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury. 

Sect.  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 


An  Act  to  authorize  trust  companies  to  act  as  executors 
and  in  other  fiduciary  capacities. 

[Chapter  348,  Acts  of  1899.] 

Section  1.     Any  trust  company  incorporated  under 
the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  may  be  appointed  and 
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may  act  as  executor  of  any  will,  codicil,  or  writing  testa- 
mentary, as  administrator  with  the  will  annexed,  or  ad- 
ministrator of  the  estate  of  any  person  deceased,  as 
receiver,  as  assignee,  or  as  guardian  of  any  person  subject 
to  guardianship,  under  the  same  circumstances,  in  the 
same  manner,  and  subject  to  the  same  control  by  the 
court  having  jurisdiction,  as  in  the  case  of  a  natural  per- 
son legally  qualified :  provided,  that  any  such  appoint- 
ment as  guardian  shall  apply  to  the  estate  only  and  not 
to  the  person  of  the  ward. 

Sect.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  any  company  thus  ap- 
pointed, together  with  the  liabilities  of  the  stockholders 
of  trust  companies,  shall  be  held  as  security  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  undertaken  by  virtue  of 
this  act,  and  no  surety  shall  be  required  upon  the  bonds 
filed  by  such  company,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 
In  all  proceedings  in  the  probate  court,  or  elsewhere, 
connected  with  any  authority  exercised  under  this  act, 
all  accounts,  returns  and  other  papers  may  be  signed  and 
sworn  to  in  behalf  of  the  company  by  any  officer  thereof 
duly  authorized  by  it ;  and  the  answers  and  examinations 
under  oath  of  such  officer  shall  be  received  as  the  answers 
and  examinations  of  the  company ;  and  the  court  may 
order  and  compel  any  and  all  officers  of  the  company  to 
answer  and  attend  said  examinations,  in  the  same  manner 
as  if  they,  instead  of  the  company,  were  parties  to  the 
proceedings  or  inquiry :  provided,  however,  that  the  com- 
pany shall  not  be  required  to  receive  or  hold  any  property 
or  moneys  or  to  execute  any  trust  contrary  to  its  own 
desire. 

Sect.  3.  All  moneys,  property  or  securities  received 
or  held  by  any  such  company  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  kept  separate  and  distinct  from  its 
general  business,  and  shall  not  be  mingled  with  the  invest- 
ments of  the  capital  stock  or  other  moneys  or  property 
belonging  to  such  company,  or  be  liable  for  the  debts  or 
obligations  thereof. 
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Sect.  4.  The  court  making  any  such  appointment 
may,  upon  application  by  any  interested  party,  require 
any  company  which  shall  have  been  so  appointed  to  give 
such  security  in  addition  to  that  provided  by  section  two 
of  this  act,  as  the  court  may  deem  proper,  and  upon 
failure  of  such  company  to  give  additional  security  as 
required  may  revoke  such  appointment  and  remove  such 
company  from  the  trust. 

Sect.  5.  No  trust  company  shall  begin  to  exercise 
the  powers  and  duties  described  in  this  act  until  it  has 
applied  for  and  received  the  written  authority  of  the 
board  of  commissioners  of  savings  banks  so  to  do,  and 
such  board  is  hereby  authorized  to  grant  or  to  decline  to 
grant  such  authority  after  such  investigation  of  the  affairs 
of  the  company  as  it  may  deem  expedient. 

Sect.  6.  In  addition  to  the  examinations  of  such  com- 
panies now  required  to  be  made  by  law  the  board  of 
commissioners  of  savings  banks  may  make  such  further 
examinations  of  every  company  exercising  the  powers 
granted  in  this  chapter  as  it  may  deem  necessary,  and 
shall  make  such  examinations  when  requested  or  ordered 
so  to  do  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction.  The 
said  board  may  cause  any  examination  of  such  a  company 
to  be  made  by  an  expert  under  its  direction,  but  at  the 
expense  of  the  company. 

Sect.   7.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 


An  Act  relative  to  the  business  of  trust  companies. 
[Chapter  467,  Acts  of  1899.] 

Section  1.  No  bank,  and  no  person  or  persons,  asso- 
ciation or  body  corporate,  except  trust  companies  in- 
corporated under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  shall 
advertise  or  put  forth  a  sign  as  a  trust  company  or  in 
any  way  solicit  or  receive  deposits  as  a  trust  company. 
Every  bank,  corporation  or  person  violating  this  pro- 
vision  shall   forfeit   for  every   offence  the   sum   of   one 
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hundred  dollars  for  every  day  during  which  such  offence 
continues  :  provided,  however,  that  this  act  shall  not  be 
construed  to  prohibit  any  company  now  authorized  by  the 
insurance  commissioner  to  transact  insurance  business, 
nor  any  company  heretofore  authorized  by  the  commis- 
sioner of  foreign  mortgage  corporations  to  transact  a 
foreign  mortgage  business  in  this  Commonwealth,  from 
using  the  words  ' '  Trust  Company  "  as  a  part  of  its  corpo- 
rate name. 

Sect.   2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of 
October  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine. 


An  Act  relative  to  the  reserve  of  trust  companies. 
[Chapter  257,  Acts  of  1900.] 

Section  1.  Any  trust  company  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  section  thirteen  of  chapter  four  hundred  and 
thirteen  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-eight  may  deposit  a  part  of  its  reserve  in  any  trust 
company  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this  Common- 
wealth and  doing  business  therein,  which  may  be  approved 
for  the  purpose  by  the  board  of  commissioners  of  savings 
banks :  provided,  however,  that  any  company  so  approved 
shall  at  all  times  have  on  hand  as  a  reserve,  in  lawful 
money  of  the  United  States,  an  amount  equal  to  at  least 
fifteen  per  cent  of  the  aggregate  amount  of  all  its  deposits 
which  are  subject  to  withdrawal  upon  demand,  or  within 
ten  days,  anything  in  its  charter  or  by-laws  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding;  and  provided,  further,  that  one  third  of 
said  fifteen  per  cent  may  in  lieu  of  lawful  money  consist 
of  balances  payable  on  demand,  due  from  any  national 
bank  doing  business  in  this  Commonwealth  or  in  the  city 
of  New  York.
